He already has expressed a con- 


viction the present neutrality act 
has not served the cause of peace; 
asserting that instead it may have 
encouraged some nations to threats 
of war. 


The present statute empowers the 


president to prohibit shipments of 
arms end ammunition to warring 
nations.

about it"

Dr. Gary said that nobody can con- 
trol a phyisician like another phy- 
sician. He hit at what he said is 
an attempt of the government to 
pet control of medicine and said it 
should "hang its head in shame for 
trying to undermine the people's 
confidence in his physician." 


Defines Health 


"Health," he said, "is qualitative, 


not quantitative. It 
is non-pre- 


dictable. It is perfect harmonious 
coordination between the mind and 
body. How can you 
insure that 


through socialized medicine?"

pulsory health insurance tax would 
create a huge fund and the one in 
control of the purse is in control 
of the policies, ho pointed out.

Out of the joint debate between Herr 


Hitler ar.d President Roosevelt 
several 


rather plain facts are deducible. And 
we think they should be clearly under- 
stood because of their importance in di- 
recting the destiny of America. 


The Germans do not trust the democ- 


racies. The democracies do not trust the 
dictatorships. 


Each has good reason to distrust the 


other. 
The democracies have, on occa- 


sion, broken their words shamefully. The 
dictatorships are in a position to move at 
the anger or resentment of one or a few 
men. 
And that condition constitutes an 


active menace at ail times to others. 


Really, should this debate have been 


between Germany and America or be- 
tween Germany and England? ''The only 
demand I have made from England is res- 
toration of colonies," said the German au- 
tocrat. 
But England looks unfavorably 


upon that demand. She retains the col- 
onies and probably intends to continue 
her sovereignty over them. She should 
not retain them. Her title is rooted in 
misrepresentation and is-void for duress. 


Herr Hitler denounces as "rank frauds 


and gross untruths, the assertions of a 
possible or impending German attack on 
American territory." The manifest truth 
of Hitler's statement that any idea of such 
"military possibilities" could only have 
bad its origin "in a stupid imagination" 
Is too clear for controversy. 


So we aren't going to have any war. 


And-the world isn't going to have war. 
And America must settle down to the 
drab effort to get its 10 or 12 million un- 
employed back to work. But even sas it 
does so we might muse upon a few un- 
questioned truths concerning the possibil- 
ity of eternal peace and the opportunity 
of securing it that was cast into the sea. 


* * * 


Push the clock back to 1919. Germany 


has practically surrendered to the Allies 
for a peace outlined by fourteen certain 
paragraphs. She has recognized the state- 
ment of the American president that the 
world has no war with the German people 
but only with its rulers. And the rulers 
have been scattered far and wide as Ger- 
many creates a republic and says, "Let 
democratic processes rule." 


But when the peace conference met at 


Paris to consider the detailed terms' of 
peace it slammed the door in the face of 
German representatives who were not 
even given the courtesy to be heard. 


Is that the way one democracy treats 


another? 


So Germany was rent in twain. Alien 


troops were quartered in strategic posi- 
tions. 
Territory that had never 
been 


part of Belgium in its entire existence 
was given to Belgium. East Prussia was 
set adrift from the German Reich. The 
Saar, 98 per cent German, was encased 
ia a French web with the purpose of 
eventually making it a part of France. 
The German people in Austria were di- 
vested of sovereignty that had existed 
for centuries. 


It was remarkable how unkindly dem- 


ocracies, fighting to make the world safe 
for their form of government, could treat 
a new ir.er-jbcr of the democratic clan. 


Then Germany's colonies were put on

Secretary of War Woodring's announce- 


ment that lie will seek congressional ac- 
tion lo invigorate the army command by 
replacing the older officers with young- 
er men js the right sort of foresight and 
preparation. 


Exceptions like von Hindcnburg and 


Robert E. Lee only emphasize the rule 
that warfare is for younger men and that 
even general officers who plan and com- 
mand cannot stand the fatiguing demands 
upon mind and nerve and muscle unless 
they are supportad by the vigor of youth. 


It is all right for us to keep general 


officeis until their G4th birthday before 
retirement but tfiat rule should be sup- 
planted immediately by another in case 
of war. Our experience in the Civil war 
as well as the World war was that the 
best general officer had his last birthday 
somewhere between 35 and 45. 
Indeed 


some of the most important responsibili- 
ties toward the close of the Civil war 
were vested in generals who had just 
turned 30. Nor was this condition caused 
by the loss of other officers in action but 
rather because these promoted men had 
demonstrated their 
fitness 
under pro- 


longed fire and intense hardship. 


In the World war, still in cobwebs of 


army red tape, we actually sent some gen- 
eral officers in command of'brigades and 
divisions to Europe who were partially 
paralyzed from slight apoplectic strokes. 
Then after demonstrated inability to cope 
with the eternal demands of their posi- 
tion they were retired. 


The Secretary of War is on the right 


track. And congress should support his 
recommendations.

WALLACE AND BUTTER 


Secretary of State Wallace is opposed 


to subsidizing exports of surplus butter in 
order to bolster domestic prices. He de- 
clares that we never have sold much but- 
ter abroad and that "to subsidize exports 
of butter would be to engage in dumping, 
a practice which the administration op- 
poses." 


Satisfied that all subsidizing is creating 


a bloated and unhealthy condition we still 
cannot see why one thing should be sub- 
sidized and not another. And this follows 
with all the more force when Mr. Wal- 
lace's explanation is found thinner than a 
worn dime. 


Of course, we ship abroad but an in- 


significant amount of butter because the 
people abroad do not eat butter in com- 
parison to the American people. Work- 
ers abroad do not know the taste of but- 
ter. And among those who can afford this 
article of food the habit prevails of only 
using it at the table at one meal. 


To subsidize butter so that 
those 


abroad could 
(be induced 
to buy' it 


wouldn't be dumping it but simply mak- 
ing it possible for others to use it who 
do not use it now, in other words, cre- 
ating a market where none exists. What 
is the purpose of all this sort of subsidy 
but to make the price attractive to those 
who now consider it prohibitive? 


Why not have Mr. Wallace, tell the 


American people fairly and squarely that 
practically every farm plan that has come 
out of this administration has collapsed 
and that those who have brought them 
forth are so sick of their own work they 
hate to have to face it every day?

So far the Navy never has had 


o rush through the canal to meet 
an enemy, nor has it had to solve 
just what to do in event enemy 
ships were near enough to launch 
a fleet of airships to harass the 
process. The present fleet of three 
;core or more ships moving back 
:o Pacific Coast stations faces none 
of those elements. 


Yet it is a problem to get through 
he canal under rush conditions 
and there isn't a Navy officer afloat 
who doesn't look longingly at an- 
other route as an auxiliary, the one 
through 
Nicaragua, which 
years 


ago was repeatedly recommended 
by boards of engineers to prefer- 
ence to the Panama job. 


Through in 41 Hours 


In 1934 the Navy did a canal prob- 


lem and in 41 hours pushed 134 
ships through the canal. That in- 
cluded the bulk of the big ships 
and a host of destroyers and sup- 
ply ships, all of which are essen- 
tial units of a good fighting fleet. 


Here is the way it is done. There 


are three levels of locks on either 
side. 
Each ship in crossing must 


pass through all six, three up, three 
down. The fleet now moving to the 
Pacific side moves up to the Atlan- 
tic locks. There are two sets of 
locks 50 feet apart, so two battle- 
ships at a time can start the pas- 
sage. It takes eight hours to make 
the 52 mile crossing. 


Water from Gatun lake, on the 


upper levels., pours into the "lower 
locks through a dozen huge valves 
in the floor of the lock. The battle- 
ship has been pulled into the lock

The Home Gardener 


From the very beginning of a 


garden enterprise there are two 
kinds of plant troubles to be dealt 
with— insects and disease. 
Insects 


damage the plants by 
devouring 


'them or sucking their juices. Diseas- 
es are chiefly growths upon or 
within the plant body. Except for 
a limited number of diseases, pres- 
ent methods of treatment are not 
effective. It is better to buy clean 
plants and discard anything which 
seems diseased. 


We can do something about the 


insects and that something must be 
started 
early 
and 
continued 


through the whole growth season. 
The present is none too soon. 


The equipment should consist of 


a good duster and hard sprayer. If 
large areas are to be treated the 
knapsack sprayer will economize on 
energy required to pump the plun- 
ser and keep up a continuous spray- 
ing of vapor-laden insect poison. 
Dusts will be used later in the 
growing season but liquid sprays 
should be started now. Do your 
spraying at noon when the foliage 
is dry so that it too can dry before 
nightfall. Should it rain after spray- 
ing, repeat thc operation thc "next 
day since rain will dilute the spray 
material past the point of toxicity. 


Home-made sprays, can be made 


aut they are generally less satisfac- 
tory than thc purchased article. The 
proprietary sprays are tested by the 
makers and agricultural experiment 
stations and their advertised claims 
arc usually understated.

OUTHFUL, ATHLETES who consider the merits of a college educa- 
tion against a.lucrative offer in professional sports would do well 
to read an article in the current issue of the Saturday Evening Post 


by Justin M. "Sam" Barry, onetime Lawrence college student and coach, 
and a brother of Mrs. D. P. Steinberg, Appleton. Barry is basketball and 
baseball coach at the University of Southern California. 


He opens his article with a comment that big-league ball clubs have a 


back door system through which they lift promising college ball players 
out of class rooms and transplant them for better or worse—mostly worse. 


Continuing-, he says, "... It results in college coaches paying1 more 


attention to the chance of garnering: bonus dollars from the big- 
league clubs for tips on talent than to the best intercs't of the boys 
they coach. It results in depriving: some college players of educations 
they are going to need badly." It results in some big-league baseball 
material being ruined before it is ripe, because the boys are rushed 
into the professional game before they are ready for that kind of 
competition." 


Barry then mentions two boys who worked under him. One left school 


to join the majors and was farmed out. The other remained in school, 
graduated and then signed with the majors and has been farmed out. 
They both are doing well in baseball, but one has a college education to 
fall back on, the other very little. 


Barry recounts the various systems of the majors. There's the one 


where a boy is secretly signed to a contract and he remains in school 
until he shows promise and then is jerked from his education and farmed 
out Another "system"' finds the baseball club paying the boy's parents 
who sign his contract because he is under age. 


The Southern California coach maintains certain eastern coaches are 


on major league team payrolls and scout for talent. To this he says: 


"I maintain that this side-door system cheats many a boy who is 


really ready to sign up for professional baseball out of what he might 
be paid if he really understood what material for big-Icagne baseball 
teams is worth these days. At the same time, by their desire to grab 
off every boy who looks like a prospect, the big-league owners ruin 
much baseball material, when they could be helping the college sport 
to the advantage of the college players and themselves." 


Barry offers numerous examples of college lads plucked from their 


classes to play baseball and he cites others who finished school and got 
better contracts and something to fall back upon if their baseball careers 
are suddenly cut short. He also calls attention to the fact a baseball con- 
tract is for six months and that over a year's time, the figures don't look 
so big. 


He also asks what would happen to football if the pros grabbed every 


sophomore who showed promise, and takes Judge Kencsaw Mountain 
Landis to task for not stepping in and doing something about the base- 
ball practice.

Now that we have finished our 


scries on "Men Who Build Houses/ 
I am going to tell you a secret. One 
of the things I have been doing 
lately has been to work on a litUe 
house of my own, • lour-room 
studio! 


I haven't had time to labor with 


hammer or saw, plane or plaster 
trowel; and I'm sure I couldn't have 
done such a good job as the men 
who have been handling these tools 
in putting up the building. Ycl : 
have "worked"— lirst in planning 
with my architect, Mr. Lewis Siberz 
who knows a great deal about such 
things, and later in choosing con- 
tractors, and in ^changing my mind 
a little. 


The word "studio" came from the 


Italian language and means "a stur 
dy." That is what this building is go- 
ing to be, and a great deal more. It 
will be a workshop where I shall 
write our column, and where I shall 
prepare new books. 


The studio has two stories, with 


two rooms on each floor. There also 
is a basement containing a forced 
air gas furnace—we must be warm 
enough when the weather is cool! 


On the first floor are two rooms 


which will be used by my assist- 
ants. These rooms are lighted by 12 
windows, and all told in the studio 
there are 26 windows. A year ago I 
was thinking of building a "glass 
house," and while this one isn't all 
glass, it certainly has plenty of glass 
in it. 
• 


One room on the second floor 


will be a special place for writing, 
and in it I shall have my desk and 
typewriter table, also several rows 
of built-in Book shelves. Perhaps 
there will be room for a thousand 
reference books; I'm not sure of 
that, but at any rate the shelves 
will be handy. 


The other second-floor room is to 


be a kind of laboratory, with one or 
more misroscopes, and with tables 
on which to place materials for 
projects of one kind or another. I 
wanted to have a telescope on the 
roof of the studio, but the tall Oak 
U-ees nearby would block a good 
view of the sky, so I shall postpone 
the telescope for a while. 


I like the woods, and I know I 


shall enjoy working in this studio. 
Hardly 300 feet from the building 
is the shore of a beautiful lake. 


Within a few days after you see 


these words, the studio will be rea- 
dy. Some of my friends have said, 
'Perhaps now that you are going to 
se so well located, you won't want 
o go traveling anymore!" but I 
know that isn't entirely true. Soon- 
er or later the urge will come to go 
o far lands; then I shall pack my 
>ag. put my portable typewriter in 
ts case, and start a journey lasting 
maybe three or four months. Mean- 
while I shall use the studio to try to 
write stories which readers will 
njoy.
